HEART DISEASE 

One of the reasons which makes 
heart disease difficult to deat with is 
that, unlike tuberculosis, it is mot one 
definite condition In the fight again- 
st tuberculosis, and by listening to 
our constant repetition of such in- 
structions, most pensons have grasp- 
ed the idea of how the disease may 
be prevented. : 

Heart disease is not one disease. 
There are many abnormal conditions 
of the heart due to different causes, 
which give rise to different symptons 
and require different methods of 
treatment and prevention. 

When some part of the heart is 
damaged, we say that there is or- 
ganic heart disease. The significance 
of the condition depends upon what 
part of the heart is damaged, how ex 
tensive the damage is, and whether 
or not the condition is progressive. 
These and other similar points de- 
termine the gravity of the condition 
and indicate the proper form of treat 
ment. 

Some heants are improperly form- 
ed from birth.. The vast majority of 
hearts that are damaged have suffer- 
ed injury because of the occurrence 
of some disease. Diseases of the body 
due to the action. Of disease germs 
which give off poisons, are very of- 
ten the cause of damaged hearts 
Rheumatism in children is serious be 
cause of the fact that it often invol- 
ves the heart. 

Focal infections, such as diseased 
teeth or tonsils, are responsible fo 
damage to the heart. : 

The heart responds to every effort 
of the body and with limits it does 
so with ease and comfort. When the 
heart is subjected to strain by im- 
proper living or by over exertion, 
there is always the possibility of per 
manent damage resulting,

The tiniest wound 
may become infectei and dangerous 
if left alone. Even though you have 
nad fifty -heal without treatment, the 
fifty-first may refuse to do so . 

Take a vacation and see that cach 
member of your family gets one too.
